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INTRODUCTION 


This  Directory  of  Agencies  Serving  the  Visually  Handicapped  in  the  United 
States  since  its  inception  in  1926  has  been  revised  regularly  in  order  to  provide 
up  to  date  information  about  agencies  and  schools  that  offer  direct  services  to 
blind  and  visually  handicapped  persons. 

New,  in  this  22nd  edition,  are  the  infant  and  preschool  programs  section  and 
state-by-state  listings  of  radio  reading  and  information  services.  This  edition 
also  has  much  expanded  professional  preparation  and  low  vision  sections  and 
lists  the  toll  free  numbers  that  many  state  libraries  offer. 

The  editorial  and  research  staff  especially  thank  the  institutions  and  agencies 
that  responded  to  the  questionnaire  or  update  sheets  concerning  their  services. 
Questionnaires  were  sent  to  all  new  entrants  and  revised  galleys  were  sent  to  all 
those  listed  in  the  previous  edition  for  their  review  and  comment.  Some  were 
contacted  by  telephone.  Update  sheets  will  be  issued  periodically  to  correct  any 
omission  or  inaccuracy  and  to  provide  new  information. 

Listing  in  this  Directory  does  not  mean  that  an  agency  or  organization  is 
endorsed  or  evaluated  by  the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind.  The  basic 
criteria  for  inclusion  are:  incorporation  as  a  nonprofit  organization;  the 
services  of  at  least  one  full-time  paid  executive  and  a  board  of  directors;  or 
establishment  through  local,  state,  or  federal  legislation. 

Those  who  want  evaluation  of  an  organization  should  consult  local  or 
national  organizations  concerned  with  standards,  such  as  local  Health  and 
Welfare  Councils,  Better  Business  Bureaus,  the  National  Information  Bureau, 
or  the  National  Accreditation  Council  for  Agencies  serving  the  Blind  and 
Visually  Handicapped  (NAC).  Accreditation  offers  a  way  to  establish 
standards  for  service  and,  increasingly,  government  and  private  funding 
agencies  are  beginning  to  depend  on  it.  Accreditations  are  noted  in  the  listings. 

If  none  of  the  above  sources  can  provide  enough  information  about  a 
particular  organization,  the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  is  able  to  give 
objective  criteria  with  which  one  can  form  a  judgment.  Contact  the  American 
Foundation  for  the  Blind  regional  consultants  for  more  information.

Unless  problems  are  directly  related 
to  a  person's  visual  handicap,  he  or  she  should  be  encouraged  to  make  use  of 
the  same  community  resources  as  nonhandicapped  persons.
